Dan, 

I just emailed you a snip from Google Earth showing the location we are down to for a SWD. It is Site D. The preference 
back from your group was B, A, D and then C. I think one person had the order as B, D, A and then C. 

Site B was the spot around Township Commissioner Adrian Balstad's home but that is not going to work as it is 
ultimately too small and he is opposed to the truck traffic going by his home. 

Site A has land owner issues and also safety concerns with the bend in the road and the approach off the road. Mr. Lee's 
land is the SW/4 of section 21. We would need to have the approach well away from the ends of the big curve there 
and we think that will be too dangerous. We even looked at the island of land formed inside the road curve but there 
are gas pipelines there and it is too small per the land owner. 

Site D is the next site and it is ideal as it is fairly centrally located and the landowner is amenable to having it. It needs to 
be a little more east towards the middle of the section to get away from the three homes to the west side of the section. 

So we are proceeding with Site D at this time. I think Don Smith has probably already relayed this to your group.
